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[^ H I S Collection of Letters is the 
moft evident, and moft natural 
Demonftration that can be, not 
only of Father Girard^s Inno- 
cence, butalfo of the Impofturc 
oUa Cadiere^ and her two Brothers, the Do- 
minican^ and the EccleftaJitcL To be convin- 
ced hereof there needs no more but to read 
them witk Attention. There will be found, 
in the Ccnfefforh Letters, a Spirit of Piety^ 
Zeal^ and Chant j^ joined with Principles of 
the pureft Morality ; and although hi« Peni- 
tent j at every Moment, mentions the marvel- 
[A] lous 
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Jous Gifts which fhe pretended to receive from 
Heaven, Father Girard (as all the Spiritual 
Fathers advife) hardly ever fpeaks to her of her 
Fiftons and Extafies^ but only of the Pra^iu 
cf Virtue^ the Love of Sufferings^ Humilitj^ 
and Self'ieniah \ becaufe^ in effect, thefe are 
all that is efTential and neceffary for obtaining 
Salvation. 

Father Girard produced in Court the Ori- 
ginals of all thefe Letters, both of thofe 
which la Cadiere wrote to him, and of his 
own ; it having pleafed the divine Providence, 
that, for his Juftification, thefe lafl fliould 
again come into his Hands, after a Manner 
which ^feems in fome fort miraculous. This 
Father having heard that there was handed 
about the Town, a Paper, containing, the 
Fi/wnSj Revelationsy and other extraordinary 
Favours, which la Cadiere pretended to have 
received the L^^z/ before, j (diis is the famous 
Lent Journal which is at the End of her Let- 
ters) and being apprehenfive that this Wri- 
ting had been clandeftinely taken away from 
his Penitent, fent her Word, fhat in Cafe 
cnl'jy that any one had ferved herfuch a Tricky 
Jhe Jhould fend him all his Letter^y and all other 
Papers which Jhe had of his^ concerning the 
Conjciences of certain Perfons^ as may be feen 
in his Letter ofJuguft 22. Hereupon laCa- 
diere^ in order to make her Director believe 
that this Writing was publiihed without her 
Knowledge, immediately returned him all 
thefe Letters, except fome in particular, which 

lh€ 
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flie retained \ and wrapping up in a Bimdkall 
that came under her Hands, fent, by Inad- 
vertency, not only moft of thofe Letters 
which Father Girard had written to her, buc 
alfo the Minutes of the Letters which fhe 
had fent to this Father. 

Thefe Minutes were written by Father Ca^ 
dm with abundance of Erafements ; he com* 
pofing the Letters himfclf, and his Brother, 
^t'EccleftaJlicky tranfcribing tliem, and ge- 
nerally carrying them to Father Girardy as 
if they had been written by his Sifter : La Ca~ 
diere acknowledges this in her Memorial. In- 
fomuch that Father Gir^ri, who had always 
thouglit that his Penitent wrote to him her- 
felf, and who recommended to her the ut- 
moft Secrecy in every thing that related to 
her Confcience, was ftrangely furprifed to 
find, as it were by Chance, when he went to 
rummage amongft thefe Papers at the Begin- 
ning of the Profecution, that Meffire Cadiere 
had written them all, and that he had not re- 
ceived one Word under his Penitent's own 
Hand. He perceived thereby, but too late, 
that he had been impofed on ; and that the 
Brothers of his Devotee, by this unworthy 
Artifice, were privy to what paffed in their 
Sifter's Confcience, and in the Hearts of feve- 
ral others, without having ever faid a Word 
to this Father, with whom they lived in the 
greateft Intimacy. 

'Tis already feenbythis Account, whidi 

is not contested, what is the Character, and 
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what the ^mpoftures of la Cadiere and her 
two Brothers \ but we fhall foon find farther 
Proofs. Neverthelefs, what does Mejftre Ca- 
diere reply to this ? He pretends that as he 
was then a Student in Divinity, at the Jefuit's 
College, the Father Rector muft neceffarily 
know his Hand. *Tis eafily feen by the 
Weaknefs and Ridiculoulhefs of this Anfwer, 
that he is at a Lofs how to make a good one. 
As if the Rectors of Colleges gave them- 
felves the Trouble to take notice how the Stu- 
dents write, and efpecially the Students in 
Divinity. 

But if they did notdefign to deceive F'ather 
Gitardj and to make him believe that his Pe- 
nitent wrote all her L^ettcrs herfelf, why, in 
fuch a frequent Correfpondence, did he ne- 
ver receive one which was not written by 
Mejftre Cadiere ? Why did he never receive 
one under the Hand of tht Dominican, altho' 
he took the Pains to compofe them, or, at 
leaft, as they own, to write them over firft? 
How often was he alone at Ollioules? Why 
had he then Rccourfe to his Brother ? What 
a perpetual Conftramt did this Management 
require? It is evident then that there was fome 
Myftery therein, that they would have him 
fee always the fame Hand, and that they had 
chofen that of the Ecdefiafiicky becaufe the 
Jacobin's "^'zs too fair, too remarkable, and 
too different from the Character that is ufed 
by moil Women, - . ' • 

Can 
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Can any one defire a more convincing 
Proof hereof, than the Story now known to 
the whole World, of the Letter fent by la 
Cddiere^ from Jk, to Father Girard? Before 
this Devotee fet out on her fliort Journey for 
a few Days, fhe had put into her Director's 
Hands a Memorial of the Revelations con- 
cerning Sifter Remufat^ a Nun of the Vifttation 
^iMarfeilles^ vs^ho died with the Reputation of 
a Saint: This Memorial which follows thefe 
Letters, had been compofed, like the reft, by 
Father Cadiere^ but it had been copy'd over 
fair, and was given to Father Girard by the£f- 
defmfticky whofe Hand is pretty like his Sifter's, 
whom, in all probability, he taught to write, 
Nevertliclefs la Cadiere would write to her 
Confeffor from Aky and it was neceffary he 
Ihould always fee the fame Hand. However, 
they were not too much puzzled about it *, the 
Dmtnican compofed the Letter at "Touhn-y (the 
Minutes thereof were produced in Court;) his 
Brother tranfcribed it, and gave it to his Sifter, 
to pat in the Poft for 'Toulon^ when fhe arrived 
at Abc^ which flie did. What very fenfibly 
proves the Impoftures whereof thefe two Bro- 
ther's were guilty, in order to make their 
Sifter pafs for a Saint, is, that in this Letter 
which was composed at Totdon^ tho* dated 
from Aky they related before-hand, what was 
to happen to la Cadiere in her firft Day's Jour- 
ney. One need only read it ; 'tis at the Head 
of this Collection.

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Now we affirm with Reafon, that this fingle 
Paflage, (which la Cadiere and her Brothers 
muft, whether they will or nOjallow to be Fact) 
is fufficient to prove them egregious Impoftors. 
and not deferving of any Credit. This will 
be yet the lefsqueftion'd^ if we add, that fomc 
time after la Cadicre^s Return to TouIoUy which 
was on the twenty-third of Ma% Father Ca- 
dicrey having forgot what he had written in 
the Letter he composed for his Sifter^ drew 
up a Memorial of what wonderful Things had 
happened in this Journey ; which Memorial 
gave a quite different Account of his Sifter's 
inward Difpolitions to what he had given in 
the Letter ; but was fo full of Impoftures and 
fiilfe Miracles, that it may be ktn therein 
very evidently, how thefe two Brothers made 
a. Ridicule of all that is moft Sacred in Reli- 
gion. This Memorial is fhort, and follows 
this Collection. Thele are not Facts attefted 
by WitnefTes from amongft the Scum of the 
People, who may be eafily fuborned and cor- 
fupted y thele are Proofs uader their own 
Hands, and taken from Originals which they 
have been forced to own. 

In vain does Father Cadiere fay, Thai he only 
wrote what his Sifter di^fated i for, befides that, 
this is contradicted by the Erafements and 
Emendations, whereof^ thefe Letters are full, 
and which are Signs of a Man who compofes, 
fcri^tches out, and corrects at leifurc ; will he 
fey that he was in the Convent of SuClare^ 
at Ollioulesy and in his Sifter's Chamber, when

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fhe wrote to Father Girard in her Letter of 
the 9th oi Augufl ; This Morning the'j gave 7ne 
fime Phyftckj which has worked mefo much that 
it has caufed a SpiUing of Bloody which obliges me 
to keep my Bedy and fright ned the S'oci^tyo-'mho 
at their return from Mafs found me c^ih^eltring 
in Gore* Let us therefore obferve Wre, m 
faffant^ that it is certain, and has been own'd, 
that la Cadiere was cover'd wath Blood j that 
is to fay, that fhe befmear'd her Face there- 
with, on Good-Friday laft, which was the 7th 
of Aprily on May 8, June 9, July y^Augufi 9. 
This alone is a Demonftration that this Blood 
did not come from the Devil, but from her 
Menfesy and confequently, that {he prophaned- 
the moft awful Myfteries of our Religion, 
making ufe of this Means to impofe on the 
World, and reprefent a Transformation into 
an Ecce HomOy 

But to return •, Who wrote this Ixtcer of 
Aiigu^ the (jth? Father Cadiere \ tlie Original 
has been produced in Court, copied over fair 
by his Brother, Let tliem explain then how 
their Sifter, being in Bed, and fo ill as fhe fays, 
could dictate to them \ for it is certain, and 
they own it, that they were not then Vn the 
Convent at Ollioules. Now this Letter, of 
Augufi the 9/^, is full of fo many, and fuch 
abfurd, Vifions, that as foon as it is provedy 
tiiat Father Cadiere compofed it, it will 
appear that there are no Extravagancies in the 
Other Letters, or Memorials, written by him^ 

whereof 
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whereof, he may not be the Author, as in re. 
ajity he is. 

Their Sifter^s Letter of Augufi 15th, is alfo 
drawn up by the Jacobin *, and yet who que. 
IVions but that he was then in his Convent at 
Toulon F It was a Day of too great Solemnity for 
him to be then abfent from the Choir, and 
the general Proceflion, which is made at Toulon 
with great Splendor. 

Let them again explain how k happened 
that their Sifter being able to write, the* but 
indifferently, did, neverthelefs, never fend the 
]eafl Note to her Director, under her own 
Hand, altho* tliey wrote to each other fo 
irequently. 

Don't every one know, that it is not requir- 
ed of a Woman to write a good Hand? 

Let them tell us again why their Sifter, 
knowing fo well how to fign her Name Caihe* 
rim Cadiere^ fmee Ihe has fign'd it above one 
hundred times in the Proceedings, never fign'd 
one fingle Letter to her Confeffor, but they 
were all fign*d for her by her Brother the 
EccleftafticL How long' has it been allow- 
able to act thus ? And what is the Meaning 
of this Care, or rather of this evident and pal- 
pable Collufioii. 

It appears then inconteftably from all thefe 
Proofs, that Father Cadiere^ and his Brother, 
are convicted of having themfelves compofed 
all their Sifter's Letters ; of having by an un- 
worthy Artifice deceived her Director, by giv- 
ing him an Account of falfe Miracles, where- 
of 
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of thefe Letters are full, and of having pro- 
phaned whatever is moft holy in our Religion. 
One need only read thele Letters to be con- 
vinced hereof i whence we ought again to 
conclude, that all i\\Q.kfalfe Miracles .^ Trances^ 
ViftonSy Revelations^ miraculous Dijcharges of 
Bloody and Stigmata fometimes open, fome-^ 
times clofed up, as a Punifliment for her Sins, 
were far from being the Works of Satan^ but 
were rather a Proof of the egregious Impof- 
tures of the Sifter and her Brothers. 

Yet more, and we have already obferved 
it ^t the Beginning of thefe Reflexions •, the 
Letters alone of la Cadiere, whedier fhe dicta- 
ted them or not, are, to whoever reads dien^, 
a Compleat, and not to be fufpected Demoa- 
Ilration of the flanderous Accufation of Sor- 
cerjy ^ielif??^ Spritual Inceji^ &c, where- 
with they would have blackened Father Girard^ 
infomuch that we need do no more then 
earneftly conjure the Court to take theT rouble 
to perufe them, which alone will certainly con- 
vince them:

Correfpondence between Father Girard and 
his Penitent, 

Secondly, That this Father always incul- 
cated to her the Love of Prayer^ of good 
iVorksy and of Penance v and that he alway 
endeavoured to excite her to the highell Per-

fbirdlyy That her Letters are full of Sen- 

timmts of Piilyy of Abhorrence of Sin^ and of

all that is difpkaftng to God \ of whom fhe often 
aflcsPardon forher Sins, for which fhe condemns- 
herfelf to fevere Penance, as maybefeeniii 
particular in the three laft Letters oiSeptemhsr. 
Fourthly^ That they are full of fuch Kj/i- 
ms and Revelations^ as are moft proper to 
preferve us from Sin, and to unite lis to God 
in the moft intimate and generous manner. 

Ftfthl-jy II win neverthelefs' be perceived 
that thefe Letters^ having been.compofedat 
' Pleafcre, in order to make la Cadiere pafsfor 
a Saint that workM Miracles, by Verfonswho 
knew, no better, are confequently fill'd with 
abundance of Impertinences, and efpecially 
'with much Vanity: For they were not Ar- 
tifts enough in their Profeflion to mimick tk 
Character of true Holinefi, People are fur- 
prized thatEather Gfr^r J did nor difcoverthis 
"Scene of Iniquity, becaufe they don't put them- 
fclves in his Place, not being able to perfuade 
hinifelf that this Creature wasfo very Wicked 
and profligate as he mull have believed her, 
and fhe is found to be at prefcnt, . when die 
whole flagitious Myftcry is unravell'd. 

Siahly'y, It. will appear by the Contents. cf 
thefe Letters, what was the Subject of the 
Correfpondence between Father Girard and 
his Penitent \ fince all her Letters have . an 
Gi!Ieiuial Relation tov/hat her Director either 
inculcated to her by Writing, or by Word of 
Mouth in his Vifits.- 

Seventhly^ and laft I y, la Cadiere's ownLtt- 
te:swill put it outcf Queftien> tlut chefStire • 

the 
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the real genuine Letters which Father Girard 
wrote to her, and the Originals whereof he 
produced in Court, his Penitent having owned 
them to be the very fame which ihe return-' 
ed to him. 

If Father Gir^ri was guilty, we won't fay 
of the enormous Crimes imputed to him, but 
even ofGallantry with his Penitent^ nothing 
would fooner prove it than the Letters whicb 
he wrote to her, which he imagined would be' 
kept very fecret, and wherein a paffionat^ 
Lover always exprefles himfelf fo naturally. 
Our Adverikries are fo well convinced hereof, 
that they endeavour to prove their Calumnies 
by a Letter of this Father*s of July 22, 
which they had preferved with fome others*, 
although this Letter is far from faying what 
they pretend. 

Now, thefe Letters from Father Girard to 
his Penitent, are fo Chrijlian-like^ fo edifying^ fo 
full of the Spiril of Gody as well as of an ardent 
Zed for his Glory ^ and/<?r the P erf e^ ion of the 
Soul under his Care^ that la Cadiere and her 
Agents could find no other Objection to them, 
but to fay. That the Letters produced by Father 
Girard, are not the faine as tbofe he fent to her^ 
and that he has new vamped them fince at his 
own Ldjure. Infomuch that it we prove the 
contrary inconteftably, and Ihew plainly, 
that the Letterr, which this Father delivered to 
the Commiirioners, are the r.^al Originals, we 
prove all, and clear him perfectly of all the 
Crimes laid to his Charge. 
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In vain do they pretend not to own that thefc 
Letters are genuine % it is very evident, that 
they are convinced in their Confciences 
of the contrary, even by what they confefs. 
They pretend that theyftiUfmellftrongof^ieiifm. 
What, was Father Girardt]\txi io ftupid and 
fo fcnielefs, as to compofe Letters on purpofe 
to appear a ^ielifty at the very Time that 
he knows' himfelf to beaccufed of this Herejj^ 
and he is labouring to juftify himfelf from it 
in thefe very Letters. 

TJiey have moreover the Impudence to ad- 
vance, that this Father was ml able to purge 
thefe Letters entirely from the Venom of that Paf 
fion wherewith they wereinfe^edj fmce there an 
ftill fo many amorous Exprefftons to he found 
therein^ tho' he has altered them. Whence I 
conclude, that they have not been altered. 
What! He is accuied of a criminal Corref- 
pondence with his Penitent i they alledge, as 
a convincing Proof, his LetteV ofjtdy 22 ; 
he takes the Pains to compofe his Letters 
ii-new, in order to deliver them to the Judges 
to prove his Innocence, and he infcrts in his 
Letters, thus forged at Pleafure, fuch Ex- 
preifions as arc fufficient to convict him of a 
criminal Amour. Whom do they think to 
perfuade of this ? 

^ It had been very eafy for Father Girardy if 
he had intended to compofe his Letters a-new, 
not to have fuffered thefe Expreffions, Mj 
'4ear Cbild^ ?ny Intle Gir/, n.y Angela to j ecur i^ 
often i he needed no: have left in the firft Let- 
ter, 
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ter, which he fent to her at Ollioules ; — ^2J?« 
tf f (?7?i// wi//j' ;;^^, //2)? dear Child^ and I will not 
he unmindful of 'jou : Do not youj for your Part^ 
foriei me\ with a great many more fuch-like 
Expreflions, which may be found in thefe 
Letters. He well forelaw that an ill Ufe 
would be made of them, as well as of that of 
July 22, which was difperfed all over the 
Kingdom, even at Mid-Lent^ when he deli- . 
vered the Originals to the CommifTioners. 
But his Sincerity which has appeared in all 
his Anfwers, in his Conduct, and in the Courfe 
of thefe Proceedings, would not fufFer him to 
difguife any thing : And as he has confeffed 
all that has been tranfacted without Witneffes, 
and in the greateft Secrefy, becaufe it has been 
Truth, though he well knew he thereby fur- 
nifhed Arms againft himfelf; fa he has in 
the fame Manner produced his' Letters juft as 
they were wrote, although he was not igno- 
rant that fome Expreflions would be wrefted 
to his Difadvantage ; notwithftanding they 
may find feveral of the like Nature, and even 
ot more Energy in the Letters of the great- 
eft Saints to their Penitents, as all know who 
have read thole of St. Franch de Sales, 

What*is mcrfl furprizing herein is, that they 
who pretend that he has new vamp'd his Let- 
ters i a(k why he has not produced them all ? 
And why fliould they be aaxious for his pro- 
ducing Letters which would be compofed 
a-new, and conduce to his J unification ? Is 
notdus Queftion abfurJ? And does it not 

betray 
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betray 'them, by difcovering that they are 
convinced in tlieir Hearts^ that this- Father 
has produced the genuine Originals ? And, 
as a Proof that they are convinced thereof, 
they quote a Paffage of his Letter of 7^^/;y 30, 
where this Father, in anfwer to his Devotee, 
who had written to him of the 29th5 {fhat 
the Lord^ notwUhftanding her SinSy had juji 
comforted her with fucb a Profufwn of Graces^ 
thatjhe enjoy d within herfelf infinite Happinefs \) 
fays, Send 7?ie IVord when^ and how the BleJ^ 
ftttgs. are returned. Ibefeech hinty who is the on- 
ly Source thereof to (hower them down upi\ 
you in greater abundance, and that this Sufpeth 
fton^ which has been put to them by yourOffen- 
ceSy may be like a Mole broken down at laS^ 
after which the Waters overfiowy and bear 
down all before them. The Comparifon of U^a- 
ter to Grace is taken from the Gofpel, and is 
familiar to Chriftians. But allowing the loofc 
Senfe which they put upon this Expreffion, 
which is- contradicted by the whole Letter, 
how can they aflert, "that Father Girard cm- 
pofed it a-fiew at Pleafurcy incrdertojuftifyhim* 
felf? The fame may be faid of thcfe Words 
wherewith it concludes, and which they take 
great Care to exaggerate v / am in him \ diey 
have prudently omitted thcfi! Words, in kimy 
which fignified, in our Saviour, I am in him d 
that you have thctight ?ne in the moft ferene and 
happy Days. Certainly Father Girard might, 
and even onght to ha\'e left out this reriod of 
his Letter, if he lud a Defign to correct il 

Bat 
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But upon feeing the Letter entire, they will 
iio- longer be Vandalized, and they will find 
that he alludes to his Letter of the 26th of 
the fame Month, at which he had found her 
very much exalperated, when he went to Olli- 
(??/faonthe 28 th. 

That this Father, as they have the Bold- 
nefs to advance, has written above a hundred 
Letters to la Cadiere^ is an Affertion con- 
tradicted even by the Perufal of thofe of his 
Penitent, which cannot be fufpected of be- 
ing counterfeited i one need only read riiem 
over carefully, examine the Days whereon 
they were written v with Father Girardh Let- 
ters which flie mentions, and muft neceflarily 
have in her Eye, to be convinced of the coa- 
trary. Befides, how could he have written 
above a hundred Letters fVom the 6th of 
June^ to i^t 2i6^ oi Augiiii ? (for from that 
Time he never wrote her* but one to take 
his Leave, which fhe has produced, and a 
Note of a few Lines which fee has kept) he 
muft have done nothing clfe, had it been fo, 
and muft have feht feveral Letters in one Day. 
Butftill they urge him, and afk him to pro- 
duce all thofe which he wrote to his Penitent, 
becaufe *tis true, neither does he difown it, 
that he has written nine or ten more than he 
Has produced. But, are they in his Power ? 
Did la Cadtere return* them all ? 'Tis plain 
iVie did not, by the two which Ihe confefles 
fhe his kept j«v/herefore it is an unheard "of 
Demand, and entirely unreafonable, to defire 

him 
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him to produce Letters which no longer are 
in his Difpofal. ^Tis la Cadiere'who ought to 
bring them out, we challenge her to do it, 
and particularly to fhew thofe of the 20th 
and 2 1 ft ofjtdy, which fhe detains, no doubt, 
only becaufe they would ftill more evidendy 
overthrow the malicious Conft ruction whicn 
Ihe is pleafed to put upon that of the 2 2d of 
the fame Month.

Thai he has mijlaid tm.^ 
of the Letters %vhich had been returned hiid^^. • 
which is not furprizing v it is more furpriiing',' 
that he has preferved fo many. He adds,' 
That he has yet two more-^ which he cannot pro- 
duce without betraying the Secrets of Confejfioth 
and he had rather abandon all to the Mercj of 
divine Providence^ than make ufeof that Means 
to jujlify bis Innocence^ altho* Father Nicholas 
had Recourfe thereto to dejlroy the Innocent, If 
to all thefe Reflections we add what has 
been obfervxd above, that it will appear 
from la Cadiere's Exan)ination, which was 
read to Father Girard on their being confron- 
ted, that ftie, after having read and examined 
her ConfefTor's Letters, which were Ihewn 
her, owned, and acknowledged them to be 
the real Originals which Ihc had received 
from him, nothing, in our Opinion, can be 
added to xhe Force of thcfc Proofs.

Butbecaufe thefe Letters of Father Girard^ 
are in themfelves fufficient for his Juftifica- 
tion, we will prove their being genuine, even 
to a Demonftration. For why Ihould this 
Father have recompofed his Letters ? Becaufe 
thej wen full of Wickednefs^ and of the moji pa/-- 
Jmmte and mofl ardent Exprejfions of propha^te 
hwe. What Anfwer then did da Cadiere 
nuke to thefe Letters? One need only Read 
them; they are all full of SentinDents quite 
contrary to that deteftable Palfion, and breath 
only a perfect Difengagement from allThings. 
What did Father Gtrardy as they pretend^ 
write Bilkt'doux to her, to fay no woife \ and 
did fhe never make him any Anfwers but 
wiiatwere very edifying, altho*, as they jup- 
pfe^ they had a criminal Correfpondence to- 
gether 5 who can be fo fenfelefs as to believe it ? 

But this is not all j let us now addrefs our 
felves to Father Girard, and his Brother the 
EcdeftafiicL The Correfpondence^ fay you, 
'^hkh Father Girard maintained with yourSiJler 
iy Letters y was execrable i his Views were nsthing 
l^fs than to kindle an impure Pajfion in the Heart 
of that innocent Victim to his Lufi \ to this end he 
nbufed all that is mofl Sfcred in Religion. Take 
care what you fay, and do not ruin both your 
felves and your Sitter, in order to ruin Father 
Girard. By v/hom, we ask yoUy was this 
Correfpondence by Letters carry'd on ? Tour 
^er^ as you fay, could hardly write. Who 
then anfwered thofe infamous Letters, that

This Letter, and that which follows from 
uiher Girard, ^j:ere written the fame Day, and 
.pQhahly crofs'd each other on the Way, wherefore 
■'tbe^-bave no Relation- to each other. 

My Dearest Father, 

AS.Iam very impauent to receive fome 
of your dear Letters, I fend you this 
. alfo, to conjure you not to refufe me thisCon- 
;. fclation as foon as you think proper. I doiib-t 
not, dear Father, but the Lady Ahhejs has 
already written to you concerning rne, and has 
at the fame time acquiiioted you with my Jn- 
difpofition, as (he has hinted jto me in her Dif- 
courfe, but fhe is certainly ignonant of the 
Source of my Diacmper, "l^is true^ i-ideed. 
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that flie perceived my fpitting Blood, and my 
lofing it otherwife, whereat (he fecm'd af- 
frighted, as well as the Miflrefs of the Novi- 
ces, who follows me very clofe, in order to 
difcover the real Caiife*, but I don't think it 
proper to reveal to her the My^lery, the 
Knowledge whereof ought to be referved for 
you alone. This, then, dear Father, is the 
real Origin and Source of my lllnefs. I in- 
form'd you in my laft, that ever fince the Fef- 
tival of the facred Heart of JefuSy I felt within 
me an inward Fire that confum'd me. Laft 
Sunday about ten at Night, juft as I was get- 
ting into Bed, I felt the.

me, and upon anotlier Perfon whom I will 
ittme:t6 you at a proper Time ; and he told 
me, that he expected me to ihare with him in 
liis Sacrifice, to expiate the Difordcrs of this 
Society, which was fo far abominable to him 
as to require that Expiation".

Being frightened 
at liich a Sight, I immediately took up fome 
Linen that was near me to ftanch the Blood, 
and even applyM a Plaifter to the Sores.

YOiH" Letters ftrengthen me in a very par- 
ticular Manner *, 1 wifh I were with you, 
td inform you of all the Miracles which Grace 
works in me eveiy Day. Altho' I am, as 
you know, more clofely united to you, than 
if I was continually with you, your Prefence, 
nevertkelefs, would be abfolutely neceflary to 
apply fpeedy Relief to my perpetual Difor- 
dersj for what I fuffer every Moment is be- 
yond Man to bear.

For this Purpofe he permitted the 
Fiends to come from theirAbyfs and fall upon 
me under the moft horrible Shapes that 
could offer themftlves to Imagination \ they 
feem*d as wild Bulls, roaring Lions, and Ser- 
pents that hifs dreadfully. At the Sight of 
thefe odious Objects I fell backwards, void of 
Senfe ; then did they aflault me with fud 
Violence, that, undoubtedly, they had torn 
me in Pieces, had it been in their Power.

I'his Letter is of the great efi Importance for the 
Vindication of Fatter Girard, bccaufe 'tis feen 
upon what Vrincipky and ivhat Suppofition only 
k demands his Letters and Tapers back. His 
Tenitenty in order to impofe on hirriy returned mofi 
cf them immediately y but kept forne Letters. 

Among thefe Tapers^ Fatter Girard ^vas greatly 
furprizedto fee the fame I^ent Journal ^ivritten by 
Father Cadiere, with the Minutes of the Letters 
he had receivd from his Tenltent:, written alfoin 
the Jacobine'j Hand. 

GOD be prais'd, -my dear Child, who has juft 
plung'd me into the deepelt Affliftion that I 
ever yet experienc'd on your Account. I have been 
inform'd this Afternoon, that there are in Town 
ft veral Copies of the Pajpers which you deliver 'd 
meYefterday, and which you nude fo nauch Dif- 
ficulty of giving n\e. It is one of the Perfons who 
has it perhaps ftill in his Hands, who informed me 
thereof, ancl who gave a particular Account of all 
that had happen'd to you in Lent* I Aiall foon 
bow how they got a Copy of thele Papers. Tell 
me then ingenuoufly, my Child, whether you gave 
aTranfcript to any one, or whether it was taken 
clandeftinely out of your Box. In this laft Cafe, 
fend me without fail, by Madamoifelle - - - -, the 
Bearer of this Letter, all the Papers you have, 
whether. my Letters, or thofe of other Peiions, in 
a Packet j and fend me an Anlwer immediately. 
Take an Opportunity afterwards of complaining 
to your Superior, with Refolution, and Kefpea, 
that you have been robb'd of fome Papers of Con- 
fctjuence, to which no Body in the AVorld had any 
Right, and that they have been taken from you

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with Defign to be made p\iblicL If afterwards ' 
any Mention fhould be made to you of asking a 
Difcharge ftom the Father Provincial of the Ohftr- 
yamncs^ either for you, or me, anfwer calmly, that 
k is not worth while, becaufe you are not to ftay 
in the Convent. If 'twas owing to yourfelf that 
thefe Papers have been communicated^ nothing of 
this Kind mull be either faid or done, with Relation 
to the Convent where you are. But in this Cafe, 
judge what Reproaches I ought to make you, and 
how grievoufly you have wounded my Heart. If 
the Bifhop fhould fee you within thefe few Days, 
fpeak with Regard to him whatever it pleafesGod 
to direfl: you ; but as to yourfelf, fpeak only in very 
general Terms. If he mentions your Wounds, tell 
him that they have been clofed up fince Father 
Sdbatier was to fee you, and fhow him nothing.

Tis 
true, I find myfelf very 111 5 for I have had the 
Fever this whol« Day, and the Infirmities of 
which I fpoke to you Yefterday, ftill increafes, to 
thatl am reduced to an inexpreffibleWeakneis, with- 
out being able to take any Thing Be pleas d to 
tell MademoifeUe Guioh that I coud not write to 
her on Account of my Weaknefs $ and be lo ^good 
as to tell her by word of Mouth, what I cant im- 
part to her by Letter, which is, that I am n\om\« 
at the Scandal which I have given her, and all the 
Faults which I may have committed againft her. 
Beg her, if you pleafe, to join with me m ask- 
ing forgivenefs for them. / am akvays, witb more

FAther G/r^ri produced in Court this Beginning 
of a Memorial, under Father Cadiere's Hand, 
with Abundance of Eraiements. It is of Importance 
to Ihow the Contradiflion between what la Cadiere 
is here made to fay, and what ilie was made to^ 
write in her Letter from ^/^, ivhkh "was full of 
the inward Pains fiie had felt in her firft Days 
Journey. 

On me 1 7 th Day of laft Month, about fix in the 
^Morning, as foon as 1 got into the Calalh with my 
Companions, I ifek the^Lord draw me to him on a 
fudden after the moft perfeft Manner that can be ex- 
prefled ; declaring to me, that the Motive of my 
Journey was very agreeable to him, that he bleffed 
It beforehand, with all thoie who were with me, 
and that he would derive to himfelf frotn thence 
all the Glory that was due to him. This whole 
Day pafled over entirely in fuch Favours from the 
iThree Divine Perfons who compofe the moft Holy 

Trmity 
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Trinity, and gave me to underftand plainly that 
they would introduce me into their auguft Ta- 
bernacles, in order to render me capable of the 
profound Secrets of the Godhead, 

The following Night, about twdve, I found 
myfelf lifted up from the midft of my Compa- 
nions feven or eight Spans above the Bed, and iur- 
rounded with a Cloud from the (Girdle^ is omitted 
in the Original) and niy Head with the Glory of 
God hinilelf. In this State of inexprefTible Hap- 
pinefs, I difcover'd evidently the very Bolbm of 
God f with fuch a" Profufion of Sweetnels, Joy, 
and Light, that my Ideas, faint and mortal as they 
are, cannot defcribe $ neither can they reprelent, 
by any Expreflion, the infinite Knowledge which 
le infufed into me from thence the next Morning, 
Um the Memorial Ends^ and -was not finlped* 

J MEMORIAL of the Revelations f 
rmved from the Lord concerning Sifter de 
Rjemufat. 

SISTER de Rcmtifat was a Nun of tlie Vifitatio^ 
ztMarfelUeSj whom Father Girard direfted, 
and who died J^^rw^r^'ic, 17^0, with the Repu- 
tation of a Saint, As Father Girard had a high 
Efteem for' the Virtue of this Nun, la Cadiere and 
her Brothers invented all that is contained in this 
Memorial, in order to impofe the better upon 
that Father, who produced it in Court, under the 
Hand oiMeffire Cadiere, the Secular Pricft. 

During the Life of Sifter de Remufat, the diffe- 
rent Favours which it pleafed the Lord to heap 
upon me on her Account, were, to reprefent her 
to me as perfeftly united with him, fometimes 
ftowingme fenfibly the fixed Point, and the *

ofpeci- 
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fpecifick Degree of her ftridl Union with his ado- 
rable Heart, and laftly, as railed feme times above 
an infinite Number of Soub, holy and illiiftrioas 
for their high Virtues in this blefled Region, who 
all confider d her as the Objeft of their Admiration. 
The next Morning, I found myfelf leiz'd with 
fuch an univerfal T'ranfport in all my Senles, that 
they were in a Manner abforb'd therein ; and in 
the very Inftant that I felt this Excefs of inward 
Joy, I was order'd to fall upon my Knees, and 
thank the Lord for the great Mercies he had lull 
granted to Sifter ^nrie-Magdakn^ a Mame then 
unlcnown to me, and which was only reveal'd 
that very Moment. Some Days afterwards, being 
infcrm'd of her Death by my Confeflbr, which evi- 
dently made good M^'hat the Lord had revealed to 
me iome Time before on her Account I reti- 
red Home, and locking myfelf alone into m^ 
Chamber, felt in an Inftant fuch an exquifite Pair 
in all my Limbs, that it reduced me into a Sort o\ 
Agony 5 wherein the Lord dilcovered tortie'thc 
Degree of Glory which her Soul enjoy 'd in Hea- 
ven. And in order to give me an evident Prooi 
erf the Happinels of which I had been a Wit- 
nefs, fhe immediately granted me an entire 
Deliverance from a State of Pofleffion wherewitli 1 
had been afflicted about four Months, and when 
I feel the particular Effefts more and more. 

At other Times I faw her jjroftrate at the fbd 
of the Throne of Mercy, imploring partictrla 
Graces for the Support of her dear Father.

'THIS Colleflion of Revelations was delivered 
^ by la Cadkre to Father Girard^ Aug, 21,17 50, 
under the Hand of her Brother the Abbe^ who 
likewife tranfcribed all his Sifter's Letters to 
Father Girard ^ it pleafed Providence that /^ 
C^Jiere when (he returned to this Father molt of 
the Letters he had written to her, fliould likewife 
lend the fame Memorial in the Bundle of Letters 
written by Father Cddiere. • _ 

One need only caft an Eye upon this Memorial, 
to^ be convinced , Firlt, That one ought not to 
afcribe the extraordinary Things that are related 
therein to the Operations of the Devil, as la Ca* 
diere now pretends. Secondly, That a Girl, bred up 
inaHempfellcr's Shop, did notcompofe it. Thirdly, 
That one cannot reconcile what palfed in her, du- 
ring this Ze//r, with the infamous Aflions which, 
pepreremh fhefufrer'd at the very fame Time. 

On the 2 lit of February^ 1730, about eiglit at 
Night, being at Sunper wi|h all my Relations, 
the Lord appeared to me on a iudden in a 
humun Shape, and the LnprefTions which his Pre- 
ibce made upon me, were fo forcible at that In- 
flam, that they obliged me to Iteal away from 
my Relations, iind retire to my Chamber, in or- 
der to giv-e fulTSdope to thole pleafing Motions

of Grace, wherewith my Heart was fill'd to a Pro- 
fufion. Then it was that he began to declare his 
Sentiments to me, with all the Tendeniels of a 
father to his Child 3 and he gave me plainly to 
iinderftand, that he would carry me with him mto 
the Defart, there to pafs the forty Days of Lent. 
during which he would feed me,notwith theBread 
of Men, but with the Bread of Angels, and with 
his Grace only, which alone is lufficient for his 
Saints, accordmg to the Oracle of his Apoftle j 
mn in pane folo vlvit homo. Then it was, I lay, 
that he let me know that he would aflbciate me 
to him in his State of Sacrifice, and make me Par- 
taker of that Excels of Love which alone had 
Wiade him lay down his Life for the Redemption 
of all Mankind ; to this End he ihow'd me a Cha- 
lice, which he held in his Hands, and declar'd, 
V^hat that -was the Ne-iv Covenant ivMcb he ivotdd 
contra £i with me^ for the Expiation of the Sins of 
an infinite Number of Sinner Sy "jcho every "Day pro- 

fhane his Holy and for "vcbich ho requirei 

me tofatisfy his ^ufiicey as being a Viclim agree- 
able in his Eyes, The Horror of liich a Sacrifice 
at that Time Ihock'd all my Senles j but in an In- 
ftant he let me know, that he could not confer a 
greater Mercy upon me, than to allbciate me to 
himlelf in his Sufferings, for the Satisfaction of his 
Father*s Jultice ; becaufe that fuch a Sacrifice to 
the Divine Will, having rendered him the Objed 
of his Father's moft tender Condelcenfions, I 
ought to be aflbciate d to him, and fnould by that 
Submiffion enjoy the fame Happinefs, My Will 
being refign'd up to thele Impreffions, I then per- 
ceived all the different Sorts of Crimes, overflow- 
ing, as it were, the Face of the Earth. On one 
Hand, the whole Horrour of Sin, with Regard 
To God, was revealed to me, and I felt myfelf 
oppreffed and loaded with its whole Weight. On 

the 
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the other Hand, being grieved for the Enormity 
of Sin, proper tionably to my great Knowledge, 
it can fed in me fuch an exauifite Pain as is inex- 
preffible, afnd pierced every Part of my Body. Me- 
thought that all within iiie, my Mind, my Heart, 
in a Word, all my Faculties, were nothing bat Sin, 
Abominations, Prophanations, and execrable Vio- . 
lations of his lacred Laws. This Pain was fo vio- 
lent, that it threw me into a mortal Agony, whofe 
Impreflion was io acute, that it inftantly made all 
the Parts of my Body diffolve till the laft Day of 
Lent j and there iftued from thence a prodigious 
Quantity of Blood, attended with a continual Fever, 
A Complication of lb many Evils reduc'd me to fuch 
a weak Condition, that I ihould infallibly have dy'd 
twenty times a Day, if the Almighty Power of God 
had not f iipported me by his Grace, and by internal 
and powerful Ailillance, which abundantly itrength- 
ned me within. 

On the 8rh Day of Ze'/zr, being ready to fink, as 
I lay in my Bed, under the Number of my Infirmi- 
ties,' I felt on a fuddcn an invifible Hand, which 
ravifh'd all my Faculties^ at the flime timcthe 
Lord vouch fafed to manifeil to me his lacred Heart, 
pierced in every Part by the murthering Wounds 
which Sin inflicis ufion him, and from whence 
flow'd Streams of Blood, which fell abundantly up- 
on a certain Number of Souls, for whole Solvation 
te had rendcr'd me the Propitiation and Victim. 
That vei7 Inftanr, he let me know to what a De» 
g ee his adorable Heart w^as wounded at the Si^ht 
of Sin 5 and at the lame rmie, mine, by Sympathy, 
was feiz'd v/irh fach a violent Sorrow, that it imme- 
diately caufed * an exrei*nal Wo.md, whence the 
Blood ran abaudantly, and which continues flill 
runninnr,

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On the icth Day, finding myfelf in a very fad 
Condition, by reflefting upon the Katiire of Sin, 
which was continually in my Thoughts, about eight 
in the Morning, as 1 was hearing Mais, and after 
having received the Communion, I was ihewn a 
Ray of that pure Love, with which the Saints love 
in Heaven. It was fo pure, and I was fo infinitely 
itmitten therewith, that I cou'd deiire nothing elle, 
hut only to beg the Lord that he wou'd confer on 
line that Ray of Love, the Beauty, and Ible View 
of which had raviih'd me to that Degree, that 
Death at that Time would have been welcome, fo 
that I might have enjoy 'd fuch great Love : But I 
was told, that whilft the Creature is upon Earth, it 
is incapable of enjoying, even for a Moment, that 
pure Love, whereof 1 had a View t, becaufe it 
IS of fuch a Nature, that its Enjoyment, like a fub- 
tle Flame, would foon reduce a human Body to 
Aihes. This View made fuch ImpreiTions on my 
Heart, that I no longer felt any thing but an extreme 
Defire of pofleffmg, as loon as poffible, that pure 
Love, which is the Objeftof the Saints in Heaven; 

On the I ith Day, about eight in the Morning, I 
had no Iboner receiv'd the Sacrament, but God 
warned me to retire, as fpeedily as pcfTible, to my 
Chamber. And having obey\l the Motions of 
Grace, I was no foon ergot there, but felling pro- 
ftrate upon the Earth, I was at once depriv'd of all 
my Senfes, and difcover'd the Three adorable Per- 
ibns of the Trinity, eipecially the Father, who re- 
veaFd to me, without referve, his greateft Secrets. I 
then comprehended that God the Father had ex- 
ifted from all Eternity, and before all Time ; that 
by the Knowledge of'himfelf he begot his Son, and 
that the mutual Love of thele two prodac'd the 
Holy Ghoft, who is the indiilbluble Tye and Bond 
ot the two other Perfons.

On the 1 2th Day, about 1 1 in the Mormng, being 
buiy^ working in my Chamber, I faw the adorable 
Perfon QiJejusCbrifl^ in the fame manner as when 
upon Earth he convers'd with his Apoltles. I had ' 
the Happinels to hear him lay thefe divine Words : 
^eye ail loivly m hided ^ be ye dU perfect ^ as your 
father y nxbo is in Heaven^ is perfetl. I was alio fb 
happy as to fee the Light wherewith the Divine 
Maiter inftrufted his Apoilles, with what Sweet- 
nefs, with what Goodnefs, with what Tendernefs, 
and with what Love, he Ibpported all the ruilick 
Mien, and ignorant Behaviour of thefe Men, whofe 
, Extraftion w^s as low and mean as poffible.^ I can- 
not here exprefs the tender Confolation which I re- 
ceiv'd in waiting upon my divine Mafter, whofe 
every Word that came out of his Mouth feem'd 
like fiery Darts, which melted my Heart by its 
pleafing Sweetnels, which none but the Soul, that 
IS in a ipecial Manner chcrifh'd by God, can tafte. 

On the 1 3th, about five in theEvening, I found that 
God drew to himlelf all the Faculties of my Soul; 
and there he gave me a View of that Glory, where- 
of St. y^/^// in t\i€i Revelations Ipeaks only figura- 
tively. I there perceiv'd the Throne of God, and 
at the fame Time nine Heavens, wherein every Saint 
is plac'd accordhig to the Degree of Glory which 
he has merited, f likewiie faw a River which ilTu'd 
from the very Throne of the Deity, as tranfparent

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as Chryfial, and paffing through thefe Heavens, 
I'pread and communicated itfelf to all the Saints, in 
Proportion to their Degree of "Love and Virtue j 
which Degree of Love, Virtue, and Glory, like 
the ebbing and flowing of the Tide, return'd al- 
ways to its firft Principle. After this great Favour 
which it plea fed the Lord to confer upon me, I 
cou'd no longer refolve to live ablent from my dear 
Country, adorn'd with fo many Delights and Beau- 
ties 5 of which St, "^Paid himfelf ^ys ^ "ithe Ear has- 
never heardj nor the Eyefeen the like 5 neither 
bath it enter d into theHeart of Alan to conceive it. 

On the 14th Day, I was feiz'd with a mortal Sor- 
row, on refledling upon the Sacrifice wherewith it 
pleas 'd my good God to honour me for the Expia- 
tion of the Sins of Men. This RefleSion was fb 
fenfible to me, that 1 cou'd not relblve to live a 
Moment 5 on confidering on one Hand the Holi- 
nefs of God alone, and on the other, all the Malice 
and Enormity of the Sins of Mens. Thele two fb 
diiferent Views pix)duc'd in me a Sorrow propor- 
tionable to the Heinoulhcfs of Sin, the Outrage it 
does to God, and the Excellence or Eminence of 
the Divine Perfons. This Sorrow was lb pierceing 
that it oblig'd me to keep my Bed, cauiing in me a 
* fpitting of Blood, and a very confiderable Dif- 
charge tnereof otherwife, without my being able 
to apply any Remedy thereunto, or to take any 
Suftenance during the whole Lent^ but "Water. 

On the I 5th Day, about two in the Afternoon, 
I had a Vifion of ^ejus Chrifly who appear 'd to me 
in the fame Condition as when he came out of the 
Judgment-Hall, and iaid j See^ Daughter ^to "what 
the Excefs of my Love has t'rattf ported me for the 
Salvation of Mankind j and yet thefe tingratefu 
and rebellious Afen, refufe to love and to dckm^-iK

ledge 
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kiJge me. What cou\l I do more to give them Proofs 
&f my y4^e£iion ? j4nd what Is there elfe which I 
am mt retdy to do for their Salvation?

Bifcourfe prodvic'd lUch a wonderful Effe£l in my 
Heart, that at that very Moment I offer'd mylelf as 
a Sacrifice, to llififer with him all the Ignominy, 
Dilgraces, Pains, Diftafes, and moft exguifite Tor- 
ments, to procure him the Glory of fbme Souls, 
which have coft him the full Price of his Blood. 

On the I dth- Day, about five in the Morning, 1 
■|)erceiv*d the adorable Heart o^ jfefus Chrijh pierc'd 
m every Part like a Sieve, from whence Itream'd a 
great Quantity of Blood 5 underneath it I beheld a 
Million of Perfons who receiv'd this Blood, and 
yet of fo ereat a Number, there was but one to 
whom the Merit thereof was apply 'd. 
• On the 1 7th Day, being in the Church of the 
Reverend Fathers the Carmelites^ during Vefpers, 
and having call my Eyes towards the Holy Sacra- 
ment, 1 at once found myfelf fmitten, and drawn 
out of myfelf: Doubtleis, this was one of thofe- 
Looks wherewith the Bride in the Canticles £ays, 
^hm her Bridegroom [mote her : The Creature, 
being too feeble m itfelf to fuftain all the inchant- 
ing Looks of a God, who takes Pleafure in favour- 
ing it with thofe Looks, which are only to be fup- 
ported in Heaven. 

I fell then that Inftant into a Swoon, which wou'd 
inevitably have prov'd my Death, if a melodious- 
and raviihing Harmony, which then ftruck my Eare, 
had not enliven'd, ftrengthen'd, and rais'd my Spi- 
rits fi-om that Dejedion into which they were 
plunged. This Harmony is of fuch a Nature, that 
no human Tongue can defcribe it as it really is. 

On the 18th 'Day, ha ving» receiv'd the Comniu- 

nion, during Mafs, I perceiv'd a Globe of Fire, 

which fell upon me, and fo changed me into its own 

Nature, that methought I was nothing , but Fire,

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which by its nacuial Property purify 'd me after 
fuch an extraordinary Manner, that it gave nie the 
iame Agilify of Body, as we fhall have at the ge- 
neral Refurre£l::on. Immediately I found mylelf 
rais'd up and lufpended in the Air three Ipans from 
the Ground ^ which happened to me in the Church 
of the Reverend Fathers the yefuits^ where, tho* 
I was expos'd to the Eyes of the whole Congregati- 
on, God permitted only one Perfon to obferve me 
in that Condition, 

On the i5>thDay, being in my Chamber refleft- 
ing on the great Wonders which God works in the 
Souls which have the Happinefs to be faithful to 
him, in an inftant, by a fudden Motion, 1 was 
agam raifed about eight fpans from' the Ground^ 
and from thence I perceiv'd th« moil Holy Trinity^ 
as it were in a Burfi, the Father and Son holding % 
Crown in their Hands, under which, being fufpen- 
ded in the Air, with my Hands uplifted, I heard a 
Voice come from the middle of the Bu/h, which 
laid thus 5 ^aughcery I unite you to myfelf info 
/fecial a manner y that you never yet reteivd fucb 
a Favour from my Hands : For the futureyyou 
jhall be permitted to enter into my Secrets, Oh \ 
who can here explain the Extent, the Greatnefi, 
and the Depth of the Decrees which God was then 
pleas'd to communicate to me. 1 then comprehen- 
ded the Holinefs of his Tuftice, the Extent of his 
Mercy, the Oeconomy x)f his particular Defigns up- 
on Souls, the Secrets of Hearts, * the Depth of 
the Sea, the Coxnpaft of the Earth, the Height of 
the Heavei^s, the Order and Courle of the Stars j 
and, in iliort, the Incomprehenfible Decrees of Pre- 
deftination as to Creatures^ how he is equally juft 
in faving the one, as ii^puniAiing the other , inlb-

much that ainidft fuch fub lime Revelations, I cou*d 
not forbear cry inQf out; ^tou art ju/ty O Lord ! 
Jbyfs ! O Wijdom I O ImfenerraUe Afyftery I 
Whoever knows thee-, cannot but love thee- 

On the acth Day, which was the Feftival of St. 
Jofefl\ about eight in the Morning, I found, during 
Mais, that God attrafted to.himfeif all the Facul- 
ties of my Soul f at the fame Time I wasfbown 
three Heavens, in the lowell whereof I was. From 
thence I perceived m the higheft, the Throne of 
Glory to which St. Jofcph was raifcd, and had the 
Happinels to contemplate the whole Extent of his 
Glory. But this great Saint, in order to fuit him- 
iclf better to my Weakneis, came down imme- 
diately into the acl Heavens, where I fav/ him in 
the iame manner as upon Earth, holding the Child 
Jefui in his Arms, whom he delivered into my 
Hands, I was then permitted to clafp him to my 
Breaft, and ro unite myfelf clofely to him, a Fa- 
vour which was fo great, that I had almoil died 
with Joy.

At that Inllant 
there was a profound Silence throughout this Hea^ 
ven, andi lav>? St. yolon tbe Evangellfl come down, 
whole Beauty was Vavifhing to the Eye, holding in 
.his Hand a Book leai'd with leven Seals, which 
having open'd, I perceiv'd that he wrote therein, in 
large Chara^krs, Mary Cat bar I ne, jfohn 'Baptift^^ 
after which he ihut it, and carried it before the 
Throne of God, wheie addreiling himlelf to the 
Second Pcrfon, who is the Son, he prelented him 
the Book doled, but holding it all the while 
himfelf, and Jcfm Chrlfl laying his Hand there- 
upon, pronounced thefe Words with a loud Voice s 
If-wmr by myjelf\ that ivbat is here -ivritten is 
unalteraile^ Immediately afterwards there was 
ag.dn Silence in the lame Heaven, and I law a 
F 5 great 
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great Crofs, which Jefus Cbnil held in his Right* 
Hand. I had no fooncr caft my Eye thereupon ; 
but I immediately found myfe If railed up towards 
it with as much Rapidity as Iron is attracted by the 
a^oadftone. Then yejus Chrifl laid thus to me ; 
2)augbterj come near^ that my Love may crucify 
you, before that my Righreoulnefs makes^you per- 
jeEl. Then taking my Handfs, he faften'd them to 
the Crofs, as well as my Fect$ and his Love then 
produced in me, all that theExecutioners made him 
Iliffer on the Day of his PafTion. Thefe Impreffi- 
ons, which wertsonly Internal, produced, never- 
thelels, in me ih great a Love, that I cou'd not 
fupport its Violence; infbmuch, that I was quite 
depriv'd of my Senfes, from eight in the Morning 
till fix at Night 

On the 2 lit Day, I again fell Sick, by Reafon of 
the fame Reflexion with which I was before tor- 
mented for the Expiation of Sin: A continual Fe* 
ver, with a freih ipitting of Blood, loon reduced me 
to a State of Weaknefe, which would have prov'A 
mortal, if the Almighty Power of God had not 
fupported me. As 1 could not go to Mafs that Mora- 
pg to receive the Communion, I difcover'd, about 
6 o'clock, a Multitude of Angels, which brought 
me in the holy Tyx^ the adorable Body of ^ejhs 
Chnft J and at the lame Time told me, that Ihe 
who no longer liv'd upon bodily Food, muft be 
fupported by the Food of the Saints (*}. Such a 
JFavour threw me into Tranfports of Love, and an 
€xtatick Rapture 5 which raifing me abo it three 
Spans from my Bed, I enjoy'd for half an Hour fuch 
great and fovereign Happinels as can't be ex- 
prels'd.

On 
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On the aid Day I was cam'd, about the fame 
H( ur, j )ft as 1 was, before the Throne of the moft 
holy Virgin, which I fhou'd have miftaken for 
that of the Deiry, if it had not been fhewn me be- 
fore. 1 found then, that befides God's, there was 
none but Aiary^s • that God's Glory was Marv^s 5 
mid that Mary\ Glory was God's. There i had 
J^reat Revelations of the Virtues which had rais'd 
her to this hi^h degree of Love and Glory 5 I was 
likewiie informed of the particular Dominion 
which Mary has over God himfelf, as being her 
Son, I faw alfo an infinite number of Ancfels^ 
Virgins, and Saints, who were at the Foot oi*^her 
Throne, and fang with a moft cceleftial and raviih- 
ing Harmony, the Angelical Salutation, 

On the 290! Day, 1 was inftruifled in the Nature 
of Angels 5 whereby I found that the Angels have 
not the lame Happinefs as the Saints, fince the leaft 
of the Saints fur pais in Heaven the greateft andxnoft 
diftinguiihcd Angels. I found alio, that thefe Su- 
preme Intelligences compofe one Choir, * and that 
God, notwithftanding their excellent Perfedion, 
feem'd to degrade himfelf in communicating his 
Glory to them. 

On the z4thDay, God, manifefting himfelf to 
me, declared, That he had created and fent me 
into the Worhl, only to Q:l^e a vifiHe Tiemonfira- 
tlon of his To-'ver, his Ghry, ami his Love -^ nnif 
tojhe'vctoho'wgreat a Degree he can favour^ even 
in this L'ffe, a Scul ^hkh is faithful to him. He 
told me likewiie, That he '•Jiould conduEf me into 
the Conclave of bis Holy Trinity^ and ivoukl there 
freely dlfcover to me his greatejl Mlrarles, and 
appear 10 me fitch as he really is. In effeft, I there 
ditcorered an eternal Day, a Night without End, a

bhore 
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Shore without a Bank, a Greatnels without Bounds, 
a Light always equal, unalterable, immutable, in- 
variable, wherein all the Saints were {wallowed up 
like k Grain of Sand in the Sea. I underftood that 
God' had, created Man only to love him 5 that from 
all- Eternity he had different Defigns upon all 
his ^Creatures ^ that his Grace operates in them 
afi:<^r a quite different Manner, but intirely accord- 
ing to his good Pleafure 5 that the Father acts in the 
Soul^ of tlie Juft after a different Manner from the 
Son, and the Son from the Holy Ghoft ; that is to 
ifay^ that the Father inlightens, thev Son gives, and 
the Holy Ghoil produces. 

■ On the a 5th Day, I again faw this catleilial Glory, 
at the Entrance whereof I flood, when the Lord 
taking me by the Hand, iaid to me, IkiugbteTy 
come for'vcardy becaufe I 'will conduB you into my 
tnagnlficent Talace^ and pew you this e%quifite 
^^^yPjece of my ScoL Immediately I pcr- 
ceivd",fi' vail: Place, which feem'd, however, to 
be bounded, wath lofty Columns raised byond the 
Reach of Sight, which fultain'd the Dome of 
Heaven. The Walls were, as it were, inlaid with 
all Sorts of precious Stones, whofe Splendor an4 
Beauty are beyond the Ken of our Senles, and can- 
not be exprefled by any Terms. In the Middle \ 
difcover'cT a large River, which lan acrofs Heav n» 
Every Saint there was cloathed with a white Robe, 
and all appeared to me of an equal Sixe. It w;ts 
there revealed to me thzt Alary Alagdakn pofleffed 
the Place o£ Zucfjh\ and that the twelve Apoflles 
£it upon the twel veTribes 3 after which a Multitude 
of Virgins were fhown me, wearing ||old Collars 
about their Necks, which I was told iignif)^ the 
loke of Obediejice. Laftly, I beheld a great 
Ni.mber of Old Men, Ibnie holding Crowns, and 
<>thers"Vc{Icls of Perfume, who came, according to 
their Ranks, and proflrating thcmlclves before the 

Throne 
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Throne of God, adored the God of this high 
Majelty, and delivered up all at the foot of his 
Throne. 

On the 2<?th Day, God difcoverM to me the in- 
numerable Multitude of Sinners which live upon 
Earth, and held in his Hand the Thunder of his 
Juftice, ready to exterminate this ungrateful Race 
of Offenders againft his Law. At the iame Time 
he gave me to know, that if any rififhteous Soul 
wou'd offer itfelf up as a Viflim for the Hxpiarion 
of their Crimes, he was very ready to p/aiit them 
his great Mercy. That Inilant 1 offered myfelf to 
be the Viftim of his Juftice, whereupon I iiiw an 
Altar prepared, with a Lamb ilretch'd out upon 
the Middle thereof, upon which there immediately 
fell a Million of Darts, which pierced this Lamb in 
every Part with deep Wounds, from each of which 
rtream'd a prodigious Quantity of Blood.

■from all my Veins fuch an abundant Quantity of 
Blood, that I was foand weltring therein in my 
Bed. 

On the 27th Day, I fell into fo fenGble an Exta- 
fy, that all my Relations perceived it,'atid then the 
Lord gave me to underil.uid that lie couid riot raile 
a Creature to a higher State than by aff?Kiatipg it 
to himfelf in his State of Sacrifice^ becaule he^ 
alone ha v in e( thereby render'd hinJelf the Objedlot 
his.Father's'Conderceniion, die Creature wiiich con- 
foriiis itfelf thereto, ma\ expect to become e.iaally 

agreeable 
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agreeable to God. i continued in this State of Suf- 
fering till Saturday in the 4th Week L^i Lent. 

On 'Palm Sun(Uy\ when I got out of Bed, and 
left my Chamber, 1 found my Relations difcourfing 
together about the Paflion of Refits CJortfly which 
inftantly threw me into a Swoon, wherein I per- 
ceived our Lord crowned with Thorns, clonthed 
with Purple, and holdmg a * Reed in his Hand. 
This ib forrowful and afflifting Sight, made me 
weep for tliree Hours, even during the Privation 
of my Senies 5 and then I underftood the great 
Number of Graces which the Lord conferred upon 
ibme Souls which were faithful to him. Some 
time after, being come to myfelf, I went out to 
receive the Sacrament 5 and juft as I was preparing 
myfelf for it, by the Remembrance of ^^f Jus CbrifPs 
trjuniphant Entry into Jerufalern^ I recolle61ed 
and took Notice that no-body had invited him to 
Dinner^ upon which being moved with Tender- 
nefs and Compafiion for my Divine Saviour, I ar- 
dently deiired to have had the Happinefs to have 
lived at that Time, that I might have ofTer'd him 
my Table, and might have thereby repaired the 
Ti^ifront which the jfetvs put upon him therein. 
But that very Inllant ihis great God appearing to 
me, declared, "J' bat he received -ivitb 'Vle^nfure 
tkwfe Sentiments ofGoodnefs and T^endernefsivbere' 
ivitb I bad been affeaed on bis Aaounr^ and 
that rberefcre be -ivGuld in bis Turn let me tafie the 
S'lreetnefs dnd Ejftcacy cf bis Stood -^ with which 
I accordingly found my Mouth aEtually fiii'd at 
the Time that 1 received the Sacred Hoft. In 
fliort, 1 puffed this whole Night in extreme Suf-

ferings^ 
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feflngs, accompany'd with continual Extafies and 
Raptures, even in the Churches, where I could 
not venture to flay, in order to conceal thein from 
the Pub lick, I cannot here ex pre Is all the Fa- 
vours, Lights, Revelations, nor all the intimate 
and affeftonate Communications of this great God 
with his unworthy Creature. What tender Atfec- 
tions, what intimate Communications, what Tran- 
iports of Love, what divine Embracmgs, what 
Touches which inflam'd my Heart, what internal 
Delights, what real Plealures, what pure Joys, 
what perfect Agreements, what endlefs Swoon- 
ings, m a \Yord, what tender and aftefting Exr 
prefllons were not utter'd and communicated to 
me ? Sometimes being carry 'd by Millions of 
Angels into the Bofom of God hmilelf, I was per- 
mitted to reft my Head upon his Heart, whilil: he 
fupported me with his right Hand, and cover'd 
me with his left ;, infomuch that methought I 
was in a Garden of Delights, where eternal Light 
fhines always, where Pleafures are without End, 
where Frieiidfhips are pure, where the Bride and 
Bridegroom are open-hearted, and take a real 
Pleafure in repofing themfelves in each other's 
Arms in mutual Love, There 'tis that the Spoufe 
particularly delights in dilcovering to the Soul all his 
Beauties and LoveUners,and fpeaks to itthele Words 
of the Ca/^nckr Skep mv WeU-belovCiUmy Fair-om\ 
my Dove, reft thyfelf in my Bcfom, f.sk -zvtat tbou 
"Wilt, and I cr/// f/ani it thee, Tf I /^^^'^, ^^^'^ 
made tins vafl Umverfe, the Mafter-^Piece cj my 
Gkry, I would ere. ire h for thee alone, I pray 
yDii,''2)^UTtrers o/Jerufalem, make no Nolje, kfi 
youpoMazvaken my J fell-beloved ^voho repcfey in 
me, O! happy Sleep, wherein the Senfes are at 
Reil-, where no Power difturbs where the Soul is in 
fullRepofc, and no longer ads at all. But, O ! Pro- 
digy! God operates therein what the human Under- 
^ ftandmg. 
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ftandinp^, and the fupreme Intelligences can neither 
comprehend nor expreis. That is, loving Looks, in- 
timate Unions, delightful Communications, fublime 
Revelations, and infinite Operations : It is a Cloud 
which covers the Soul with Obfcurity, in order 
to difcover to it the true Light. The Son lerves 
it as a Veil to enable it to raife and ihoot itfelf 
into the very Bofbm of God, where it difcovers 
the Communication of the three adoarble Perfons. 
What Communication, what Love, what Union, 
what Conformity does not reign between them ? 
The Father is all Love, Beauty, Riches, Holi- 
nels, Greatnefs, and Eminence, The Son and 
the Holy Gholt partake equally of his divine 
Qualities ^ but Words are wanting here to exprefs 
niyfelf , and I leave it to him alone to do it. 
Sometimes being introduced into thoie divine Cel- 
lars, to lee the Beauty and the Excellence of the 
divine Love, whereof the more one drinks, the 
more one defires to drink ; or, as St, ^aul fays, 
■rhe Tafli/ig reneivs the .AppetttBy and the Saints 
being intoxicated with the Abimdance of the Wine, 
become ftill more fond of the Liquor, which is 
io delicious, and wherein all their liappinefs con- 
fifts. For nvj Part, not being able to bear its 
Strength, my' Breaft was iorced to dilate itfelfj 
to make Room for him who defired to r elide 
therein j and to that End was enlarged above three 
Inches. This Wine ciufes Reft, and fills us with 
Charms, It is pleafant to drink, it drovv-ns all 
Cares 5 and he that drinks it in God, finds his 
Support therein. t)h ! w^ere I petmitted to tell 
how ofren being drunk with thefe Torrents of 
Plealure, I could no longer cont;Uh within me 
this extreme Pleat which feemed to con fume me 
even to the Marrow of my Bones. Sometimes 
\yith my Face as red as a Coal, and my Eyes 
iparkling, have breached out the molt ardent. De- 
fires 
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fires to him who had inflam'd me with fo pure 
a Love ; Ibme times I was forced to call him the 
only Objed of my Charms, the Life of my Life, 
Soul of my Soul, Heart of my Heart, and the 
moil charming and amiable Objeft. 

Love winch burnelt always, and art never con- 
fuiued ! If the Creature could but know thee, 
what would it not do to enjoy thee ! In ihort, lift- 
ing up my Voice and my Cries to Heaven, 1 could 
only figh, and intreat this Divine Love to come 
4nd reduce me to Dull and Allies ^ to the End that 
Le alone might reign eternally in my Soul. Thou 
knoweft it, O my Godl how often I have bedew'd 
the Pavement with my Tears, in fupplicating you 
earneftly to come and deliver me as loon as poffi- 
blefrom the Body of Death which hinders me from 
loving and pofleffing my Happinels, as perfectly as 
the Saints do in Heaven. How often have 1 cried 
out. Lord how grievous is it to me to live 1 How 
tedious is my Pilgrimage ! How painful my Courie i 
When wilt thou put an End to ray Troubles^ and 
Torments ! But, immortal Glory be rendered to 
thee, O my God, for fo many Mercies and Favours I 
thou can'Itnot refill the Sighs and Tears of m^ 
Heart, without haflening to latisfy thy Creature^ 
Jfiunger. A thoufand I'lmes mamfeftmg thyfelt 
tome with the lameEagemefs as a paifionateL-over 
cin have for his Bride, haft thou declar'd to me 
that thou haft heard my Cries and Groans, and 
couldeft not refuib thyfelt to my Delires j that thou 
haft been wounded with my Love, and ^ waft Imit- 
ten with a Paffion for me, that could not be exprels- 
ed, but might well be felt. Oh I Here tis im- 
poffible for me to tell with what Vehemence .this 
great God deliver'd himfelf up to my Heart. Some- 
times I was only able to cry out with the great ht. 
Francis Xavier J 'm enongb.'m enough, myCxoct, 
moderate this Divine Ardour. How olten, not 

being 
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beins^ able to fupport this Ardour, have I thonglit 
the Earth too little to contain all that I felt ! How 
often h^ve I like wife been oblig'd to feek every 
where, as if out of myfelf, for a little Air that I 
might be able to breath \ And how often have I 
been conftrained to undrefs myfelf to give a little 
Eafe to my Body ! How often have I been obliged 
to run up and ctown the Stairs of our Houfe, with 
a furprizing Force and Rapidity, in order to dilate 
my Heart a- litde,. which would infallibly have 
iiink under the Preffiire without this- little Relief I 
In a Word, how often, in order to extingui/h and 
allay the Flame that burnt within my Breaft, have^ 
I apply'd Linen dipp'd in Water, to mitigate th© 
fierce and burning heat which confumed me !

HERE might I cry out, O! bleiTed Week, 
which hascompleated all the Graces and Fa- 
vours which my good God has conferred upon nie 1 
On Monday I was given to know, that God, during 
this Week, would work Miracles in me ^ and that 
therein was to be the Conl'ummation of the Sacri* 
fice that was required of me for the Expiation of 
Sin. Befides, it was reveal'd to me, that I ihould 
from Maunday-Tthurfdav to Saturdm be deprived 
of my Senfes. As to the three firft Days of this- 
Week, I pafled them in extreme Sufferings ; I had 
been afflicted with a Complication of fo many 
Evils, that God alone, who was privy thereto, can. 
reveal them..^ The weight of Sin leem'd to over- 
whelm me every way ; 1 no longer look'd on my- 
ielf, but as an'Obje^l worthy of CompafTion and 
Pity, or as a Vidim deilin'd to Death and Pu- 
niihment, which waits only for the fatal Stroke to 
finifh its Tortures. 

On Maunday-'Tburfday, not being able to go 
to Church, by reafon of my great Weaknefi, our

SaTiour himfelt* vouchfafed to make me a Partaker 
of his Holy Supper, which was firll inftituted on 
this very Day, I fell then about Ten a Clock into an 
Extaly, and I iaw, in the Spirit, a large Hall well 
furniined. A Table was placed in the Middle, 
around which were all the Apoftles, with ^efus in 
the Middle, who taking the Bread, blefled it, and 
lifting up his Eyes to Heaven, faid thefe Words ^ 
'T/Jts Is my Sody j then breaking it, he diftributed 
it to his Apoftles, faying 5 Take^ eat \ after which 
taking the Cup, he ble&d it likewife, and lifting 
his Eyes again to Heaven, pronounced thele Words ^ 
^bh is my 'Bloody and the new Tefiament of my 
Covenant J take and drink^ tbls Stood mufl foonbe 
ped for the Salvation of all Mankind : I partook 
of the lame Happinefs, and that Moment the 
Vifion difappeared. 

Immediately I fell agnin into a new Extafy, 
which lalled till about Nine at Night 5 I cannot 
here tell what I difcovered therein, by reafon of 
the eternal Silence that was enjoined me. 1 pafs'd 
this whole Night with ^/efus Chrifl^ and was witnefs 
to all that happened to this Man of Sorrows, who 
was in the midll of a Company of Mifcreants, that 
exercifed upon him, all that the blackeft and moft 
abominable Malice, and infernal Rage could in- 
fcire. O Night of !/efus ! worthy of Tears of 
Bloody who can exprefs all that he fuffered 5 all 
the Reproaches, all the Ignominy with which they 
loadedliim, with the utmoft Barbarity and Cruelty ? 
Some uttering a thoufand Blalphemies againft him, 
whilft others, after having made a Crown of 
Thorns plaited together, put it upon his Head, and 
preffed it down with all their Strength, miomuch 
that they drew Streams of Blood from every Pai*t 
of his divine Head, which trickled down m llich 
Abundance, that his Face was at once covered with 
it: Then puttmg a Reed into his Hand, and 
* ^ cloathiag 
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^clodthing him with a Purple Mantle, they faid to 
him in Derifion, prophefy who ftrucfc thee. In 
fhort, daring this whole Night, theie Mifcreams 
perpetrated the moft horrible Outrages and InJults, 
All that Tj'/^^ C^n/? fuffered through Love, I, for 
my part, lliffered through Juftice. I cannot here 
exprels the noble Sentiments of his divine Heart, 
his Love, his Sabmiffion, and the Patience where- 
with he fnffered all their Infciks ^ for his ardent 
Defire to latisfy his Father's Juftice, and the Sal- 
vation of the Souls for whom he delivered hlmfelf 
up to the fhameful Death of the Crofi, not only 
made him fuffer with Pieafure, but made him de- 
fire ^ardently to Ihed even the laft Drop of his 
Blood, to give Mankind an inconteftable Proof of 
his Love. Finally, on Friday, bemg Hill deprived 
of my Senles, I perceived them come and take 
yefus about Nine a Clock, load him with his Crofs, 
and condudl him to Mount Calvary, His Juftice 
alfo loaded me with mine, and I had the Happinefi 
to accompany him in this painful Condition to the 
Place of his Execution. Oh ! how fweet it is ta 
carry one's Crofs with ^efuSy and to die with him ! 
At laft We arrived at the Place $ there they began 
to take^ his Ci-ofs from him, and comniand him to 
ftretch himleif out thereon 5 he obeys, and is 
nailed to it. The fame Love which nails my 
God to the Crofs, nails me likewife thereunto 
through Juftice. Who can exprefs the Violence 
of the Pains, both internal and external, which

guiih, as the Weight of the Sins wherewith he' 
was loaded, and for the Expiation of which he 
was to lay down his Life : The lame Love operated 
in me in proportion to his Sufferings, according to 
the Ability ot the Creature, 6ome time after he 
^ faid 
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faid he was thirlly, not with a bodily Thirft ^ but 
with the Thiril that was cauied by his ardent and 
earneft Defire of faving all Mankird, for whont 
he died, and among whom^ nevertheJefs, very few 
reaped any Benefit from his invahiable Blood. He 
was three Hours in this terrible Condition, which 
was a greater Miracle of the Divine Omnipotence; 
than when he created this great Univerfe [in an 
Inftant.] I likewile participated in his ex.juifire 
Sufferings, in Proportion to my Weaknefs, having 
a Crown of Thprns prefled down upon my Head 
very forcibly, which piercing it on every Side, 
made a great Qiiantity of Blood gufh from my 
Eyes. Then was I leen quite out of my Senies. 
with my 3'orehcad, Face, and Eyes, all covered 
with Blood 5 my Beet like wife were pierced, *i 
flngular Favour which ilill continues viilble, as 
well as the Mark of the Crown of Thorns, and of 
the NYound in my Side, which I received in this 
painful Condition. About the third Hour ^efus 
gave a loud Cry, and faid thele Words 5 My 
Godj my Gody J repgn my Soul hito thy Hnnds 5 and 
bowing down his* Head, added, jlU is 'dniped^ 
after which he expired. The lame Love 
which deprived him of Life, deprived me like- 
wile of mine in my Turn 5 a'nd leaving my 
Body upon Earth, 1 accompany'd his Soul into 
Limbo^ a Place which I could not dillinguifh 
very well ; however, I perceived that it was not 
a Place of Puni/hmcnt. There I fiivv great Num- 
bers of Souls who impatiently waited the Coming 
of the MefJinlJXo deliver them from their Cap- 
tivity, and to conduct them to Heaven, whofc 
Gates had till then been ilrut. Who can exprefs 
the Joy of thefe Saints, Patriarchs, and Proplicts, 
at the Sight of their Deliverer ? At lafl, the
